CARACAS BACK FROM BLOCKADE 


Ligeron, the Nattralist, Here After. a 
Year’s Effort to Get Out 
of Venezuela. 


The steamship Caracas of the Red D Line, 
which was one of the first ‘vessels to feel 
the inconvenience of the blockade of Vene- 
guelan ports by the German, British, and 
Italian warships, arrived here yesterday. 
The Caracas arrived in La Guayra early 
on the morning of Dec. 23, and was given 
until 6 o’clock in the evening to discharge 
her cargo and mails. 

Capt. Woolrich immediately steamed up 
to the dock and bent all his energies to the 
getting out of his cargo. His passengers 
were landed first, and then the mails were 
put ashore, and then all hands and the 
cook turned to’ at the winches unloading 
cargo. The Captain knew it was useless to 
expect to get all of his cargo out within 
the specified time, so he got after * most 
perishable goods first. 

He had got out only a part of the cargo 
when a boat from the British warship 
Tribune came alongside and the officer said 
that the hour of 6 o'clock had arrived, and 
the vessel must get out of the’ harbor.

DIPLOMATS* EXCHANGE POSTS. 


Assistant Secretary of State Hill to be- 
Minister to Switzerland—Minister 
‘Loomis ts to Succeed Him. . 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 5.—Another surpris- 
ing change was made to-day in the ar- 
rangement of European diplomatic posts. 
David ‘Jayne /Hill, Assistant Secretary of 
“State, was nominated for Minister to Switz- 
erland; Francis B. Loomis, now Minister to 
Portugal; was named to succeed Dr. Hill 
as Assistant Secretary of State, and 
Charlies Page Bryan, present Minister to 
Brazil, was nominated Minister to Portu- 
gal. 

It was proposed last month to send Mr. 
Bryan to Switzerland, and he was appoint- 
ed by the President and confirmed for that 
post by“the Senate. Prof. Arthur 8. Hardy, 
| the novelist, former Minister to Switzer- 
land’ and before that Minister to Persia, 
was shifted to Spain. He sailed recently 
for Switzerland to present his letter of re- 
call and prepare to go to Madrid. Bellamy 
Storer goes from Madrid to St. Pétersburg 
to succeed Charlemagne Tower of Philadel- 


phia, who follows Dr. White at Berlin. 
Mr. a ood ‘rec ¢omes from: Chicago, and has 








made a ord as Minister to Brazil. 
This is the fi first time that he has been 
‘appointed to a diplomatic t to which he 
Was not. sent. President McKinley in 1897 
a inted him Minister, to ‘China, but’ re- 
led the nomination by sent Mr. Conger 
ithere and. Bryan to Brazil, where Conger 
had been stationed.‘ Mr. Bryan, although 
he has been con mes as nister to 
Switzerland, will. hot>go there; but will 
take his commission directly to Portugal. 

It is understood that the appointment of 
Dr. Hill to the Swiss mission is intended as 
a stepping stone .to a higher place.in.the 
diplomatic world. e has ered most 
Valuable service in thé last’few years ‘in 
the State Department, rhode J some of the’ 
most trying passages in plomacy that 
this Government has ever had to.under- 
take. For some time he has had a strong 
desire to enter the diplomatic sérvice, for 
which he is-thoroughly equipped. Since the 
founding of the Coiumbian ool af Diplo- 
macy he has been one Log its lecturers, and 
he Nas for many rs been an. yd 
as’ well as ‘the author of books on interna- 
tional law. 

Mr. Loomis, who is to Become Assistant 
Secretary of State, is well known in Wash- 
ington, where he ‘formerly - seryed .

An South Africa one is reminded on 
every side, he says, of exactly converse 
conditions. Natal is one of the most fer- 
tile of territories—like Illinois, -the basis 
on which Chicago first achieved 
world-famed prosperity—yet the eye 
searches in vain the vast panorama for 
signs of white inhabitants. The native | 
tillers of the. soll outnumber the Buro- 
pean population twelve to one. ° . 

It is simply not a lack of economic 


‘ wants, but the curse of cheap labor that 


rests on the land, ‘he holds. It may be 
seriously qtestioned whether the much- 
reputed cheapness of native labor will 
not be proved to be apparent only. He 
points out that Americans are said to} 
lead the world in the matter of cheap

THE SITUATION IN THE PHILIPPINES 

The situation in the Philippines, “as de- 
scribed in the. report of the Civil Com- 
mission, and especially in the report of 
Gov. Tart, is unquestiohably serious, 
though by no means desperate. In sub- 
stance it is a situation of relative order, 
threatened by famine and the. brigandage 
to which industriai distress invités in a 
people only too prone. to it. 

All organized resistance to thé Govern- 
ment has ceased except among’ the Mo- 
ros, wheré it still éxists in a sporadic 
form. In the provinces, ‘where the crops 
are hemp and tobacco; there has been a 
fair degree of prosperity, and the people 
are quiet and reasonably industrious. In 
the provinces where rice is the chief crop 
there has been great distress owing to 
the destruction of the native cattle, the 
water oxen, which afe all but indispensa- 
bie in the cultivation. of rice. It is in 
these provinces also that the ravages of 
epidemic cholera have been thé worst, 
and the enforcement of sanitary rules 
quite offensive to the native habits and 
to their notions of, their rights has ag- 
gravated the disquiet and to some extent 
stimulated brigandage, or “ladronism. 
Up to the present time this vice has been 
dealt with through the native constab- 
ulary, and Gov. Tart states with par- 
donable pride that since July last not a 
shot has been fired by ah American sé6l- 
dier. Although the constabulary . have 
proved faithful and. energetic, 
American direction; and have done ex- 
cellent service, Gov. TArt looks forward 
with some apprehension to the future and 
to the prospect of having to declare mar- 
tial law and call in the army in some

from the ends. of the car; the use of mov- 
able floor frating ting of a non-porous nature 
and of leather or some other smooth-faced 
material for seat coverings; electric lights 
to be placed at the sides of cars above 
windows 80 as to furnish a p 1 
for reading! cuspidors of ample to be 
placed in stations of the elevated railroad, 
and public toilet roomis in elevated stations 
to be kept clean.and in order. 

In the d of new cars Mr. Soper 
ativocates the following changes on the 
ee ee — 
pacity as com the m 
provided for standing passengers; a higher 
roof, which may give better ventilation; 
improved heating and’ ligh facilities, 
lower and wider ‘steps’ on and 
closed cars,: and the avoidance of all un- 
necessary paneling and molding on which 
germ-carrying dust may ® collect. 


COLUMBIA’S NEW PROFESSOR. 


Joseph J. Thomson of Cambridge to 
Have the Chair of Experimental 
Physics—Other Faculty Changes. 


Joseph John Thomson, D. Se. F. R. &., 
1880, for the last eighteen years Cavendish 
Proiessor of Experimental Physics at Cam- 
bridge University, England, was appointed 
yesterday by the Trustees of Columbia 
University to become head of the depart- 
ment of physics, to succeed the late Ogden 
Nicholas Rood.
